THE CHINA-JAPAN WAR. 
- LECTURE BY Mu T. COWEN. 

Last night a lecture on the China-Japan 
War was given at Mount Austio’ Hotol by 
Mr T, Gowen, of tho staif of the China 
Mail. Tho lecture wus uoder the us- 

. pices of the Odd Volumes, and was 
delivered in tha Jarga dining hall, which 
was well filled by the largest audienca yet 
brought together ab a meoting of this 

Soeiety. 

His Excelleucy tha Governor presided, 
and amongst those present wero General 
Bluck, C.B., Commodore Boyes, R.N.; Hon. 

J. H. Stewart Lockhart, Colosial Secre- 
tary; Hun, El. EB. Wodohouse, C.M.G.; Dr 
Cantlie, Chairman of the Odd Velomes ; 
elc., etc. 

In opening ive meeting, Hin Excellency 
ssid—I do not think there is any necessity 
to introduce tho lecturer, Mr Cowen, as he 
is probably better kuown to you than he is 
tome. Mr Cowen has just returned from 
the north, and I am sure you will join.with 
me in giving him:a hearty welcome on his

tirety they do pu-sess two greatess ntiale— 
ubsolute personal devotion to work, per- 
sonal pluck oud c-urage carried to a great 
extent, as_ illustrated by those stretcher 
bearera, aud implicit chedience to their 
ofGcers ; and I think wo may all feel very 
well assured that the next time the Japsu- 
tse hive to meel ai enemy in the field, 
although. that enemy will probably be an 
enemy worthy of theie steel, they, 95 
brave men, ® Il disciplined, well command- 
ed, and well urguniscd, will certainly not 
@isgracs themsolyea (applause),and sill pro- 
banly show that their officors and generals 
are ag fully capsblo in commanding them in 
the field aud of meoting regularly organised 
mlitary opp aition as the individeni soldiers 
-huve showo_thvmscives. plucky, enduring 
aud obedient.~-Ladies and gentlemen, ob 
hebalf of the Press and on behalf of the 
journalistic profession, of which Mr Cuwen 
taan honcured member, I beg to return to 
him our hearty thanks («pplause). Itisa 
very great honour to the profession in 
Bougkong and the members of it that from 
out the ranks of the journalistic profession

Times (applause.) I believe | am correct 
in aaying Sic Cowen has followed nobly in 
the steps of such illustrious predecessors as 
Ruasel! and Archibald Forbes; and al- 
though like our friend Othello he has not 
‘stool io the deadly imminent breach’ yet 
in his experiences in North China be ‘has 
suffered many privations end passed 
through many dangers. I havo no doubt 
he will refer to them in a passing way. 
I have no intention of standiag between 
him and his expectant audience, and: 
: anything you aay to us, Mr Cowen, will 
receive our vatavat attention and deepest 
intorost (applause). 
Mr Cowen described the war as a game 


i 
of saven moves, of which the third’ was 


decisive. Tho opening move, the battle of 
Asan, was maraly preliminary, The next 
two events, the naval battle of the Yellow 
Sea and tha esptere of Pingyang, were 
neatly contemporaneous, and together 
decided the war; the Test was merely a 
walk-over. It was therofero regrettable 
that foreigo correspondonts did not arriva 
on the scene until after Pingyang, since 
tlors was nothing of vital importance after- 
wards. Though the Chinese fought well, 
in a sense, ab Purt Arthur, their per 
formance was, under tho circumstances, & 
wretched collapso, only to ba accounted for 
by putting down the Chinese aa the worst 
fighting material in the world, Thus the 
ridiculously eaay victories of tho Japanese 
ceated to have any great importance after 
the ono winning move. Th.t battle at 
Pingyang camo as a great surprise, for 
moat opinions had: been that Ching would 
take aatrong fight: According to the 
Japancae records, which were moat re- 
liable, the fight lasted all'day, sod-thea the 
Japanese drow off, baving-fatled to captara 
the place ; but the Chineso fancied them. 


selves defeated, and so went away under 
covar of darkness, leaving tho Japanese to 


claim a victory which demoraliaed tho 
whole nation of China. From*the samo 
authorities it appeared that the Japanese 
forces were divided for attack in auch a 
way that they might have been -annihilat. 
edin detail, Tho Japanese certainly had 
not shown any great amount of tactical 
ability in the war; but (hey wore 
wonderfully loyal and dotermized. Theru 
were some thrilling stories of touching 
devotion to duty, The Chineac, on the 
other hand, had nat, shown a single good 
point in.a military senso, and the whule 
world should learn that the Chinese hat 
been (remendously over-rated, .that the 
- ‘Intent strangth’ and ‘colossal power’ of 
China hed all along been mythical, China 
never had been restly strong, and could 
not now become so for a very long time; 
and it would bo too inte. Tho other 
powers would not now be alow to 
show her much leas respect. That was 
the great lesson of the war for 
the) whole world ;. for Hongkong in patti. 
cular theta might be useful lessons from 
the similarity of the islnd’s geographical 
conditions to those of Wei-bai-wei. Io both 
jaces there was, first, an-island with a fine 
thour between it and tha shor, and high 
mountsins on the mainland overlooking it 
‘Theeo hill ¢ops would ia a campaign such as 
the dapanese carried out, form the rua of 
the situation. Tf the hilltops onuld not bo 
held, the forts below thom and the harbour 
apd other works would soon be made use 
less aud untenable, however well the island 
might hold out.

This Gistory purports to be a record of 
thé moneys of the anciont and modero 
world, and is certuinly what it profeasas to 
be, beginuing with the moneys of India and 
Persia ot a time long antecedent to the 
Christian era, and coming down to the 
moneys of the variogs countries of tha 
world at the present day. 

We confcas we expected to have found 
some decided opinion upon the burning 


question of the day, namely, Bimetallism, 
bat in the preface the author distinally 
states that the work is neither Monometal- 
lic nor Bimetallic. ke 

On reading the work it will, however, 

be seen that Gold and Silver have gone 
hand in hand at various ratios from the 
earliest ages, and the inference js that as 
they have hitherto served the purposes of 
all countries, ao they muy Conlinua to doso, 
but it is not clearly shown in what way 
this has to be accomplished. 
From the statesmanlike way in which 
conclusions are drawn frem atated facts, i 
is easy to believe that the anthor could 
pint out a way, but this does not appar 
to be the object of the work. 

On Page No. 471, Appendix A, will be 
found imereating Statistics of the Rativ. 
That a certain Legal ratio has from time ta 
time been esiablishoi bettrean Silver and 
Gold fron: the early days of the Roman 
Empire up to the present century is very 
clearly shown by these Tables. This Ratio 
has been destroyed by Laws mide by coun- 
tries whieh have become mopometullic, sod, 
of course, cannot be ra-established in auch 
ou except by legislation. In other 
words it is shown that what had legally 
existed for moro than niseteen centuries 
has beon legally undone in the last half 
century.

A SAPANESE CORSUL ON EMIGRA. 
TION. 


Mr Nakegawa, Japaneso Consul in 
Hongkong, has eubmitted a report npon 
Japanese emigration, It being quity nuta- 
ral, he aay’, that the Gumber of Jepansse | 
sho go abroad should increase with the 
progress of tha nation’s foreign intercourse, 
tt isof course against reasun to interfere 
with the movement. Still, emigrants that 
now leave Japan for foreign shorea being 
used tos simple mode of life at home. and 
being quite ignorant of the keen compoti- 
tion prevailing in forcign countries, are 
mostly under tho delusion thet if once 
they emigrate they can obfain high wages 
without undergoing any particular hard- 
ships. Labouring under that idea, they 
are generaily sure to find themselyrs con- 
fronted with difficulties in regard to-their 
subsistence, aud even when fortunate 
enough to find employera they are liable to 
be subjected to treatment even inferior to 
that generally accorded to Chinese employ- 
es, Last winter, for instance, sbout 
thicty Jspanese arrived in Hongkong with 
the purpose of going to North Borneo. 
Thoir travelling expenses wero fraudalent- 
-ly apprupriated by their guide, and they 
were obliged to stay in Hongkong, though 
it was evident that they could not compete 
with Chinese as labourers After somo 
while; severat succeeded in getting to 
Borneo, but aocn. returned, finding thom- 
selves unable to carry on the work expected 
of them. Sickneas broke out among them 
in Hongkong, and the Congulate was 
oblige! to aend more ihan twenty home. 
North Borneo waa reported wpon last year 
after a careful inspoction by the Cunnul, 
and ho therefore regrots «xce dangly that, 
despite the warning contained in that re- 
port, lecal offices ahuuld so fur disregard it 
as to allow emizrants-to leave Jupan for 
that region.
